Assistant Editor Devoted 
To Work of News Review

One of a series of occasional interviews with News Review staff. 


Barbara Likowski, assistant 
editor of the Greenbelt News Re- 
view, has worked on newspapers 
ever since she was in junior high 
school. She emphatically states, 
“T love it!” All through high 
school — where her father was 
advisor to the school newspaper 
— and on through college she 
worked on school newspapers. 
In college “I was assigned to 
men’s fashions and I knew noth- 
ing about it,’ she quipped. 

Likowski arrived in Greenbelt 
in 1966 with her husband and 
two young children. She 
couldn’t leave the children, so 
she satisfied her love for newspa- 
per work when she began volun- 
teering for evening proofreading 
at the News Review around 
1971. “Back then we did proof- 
reading in the neighborhood, 
usually at Editor Mary 
Granofsky’s house, with Al and 
Elaine Skolnik and six or eight 
other people.” 


Likowski recalled a time 
when she was feeling “exuber- 
ant” and accidentally “blew” a 
lot of the working papers 
around. “One article was found 
years later behind a radiator,” 
she said, sharing her memory 
with a laugh. 

Likowski reminisced that she 
did proofing for two or three 
years and then went on to do 
“everything under the sun.” 
Elaine Skolnik commented that 
“Barbara has always stepped in. 
We did makeup together and I 
was dependent on her. I don’t 
know what I would have done 
without her after Al died.” 

Likowski gradually began 
writing, covering council meet- 
ings and worksessions. “I 
learned from Al Skolnik,”’ she re- 
marked. He critiqued her first 
story and told her, “That’s min- 
utes.” After major revisions

Repairs Delayed at Middle 
School; ERHS at Status Quo

News about Greenbelt students 
at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERHS) and the delay of 
renovations at Greenbelt Middle 
School were two major topics at 
the September 28 Advisory Com- 
mittee on Education (ACE) meet- 
ing. Lori Morris, Education Liai- 
son in County Councilmember 
Doug Peters’ office, was the fea- 
tured speaker. School board 
member Jose Morales, scheduled 
to speak, was not able to attend 
the meeting. 

ERHS 

Morris presented information 
on ERHS and other overcrowded 
schools in her capacity as educa- 
tion liaison for Peters. In sum- 
mary, Greenbelt students will con- 
tinue to go to ERHS and special 
programs will continue. Morris 
stated that Greenbelt’s district — 
District 4 — has some of the 
worst high school overcrowding 
in the county and will get even 
more crowded. 

“The children are coming,” she 


stated, but it 1s not clear how 
many. There is an estimated 
shortfall of 4,000 to 7,000 seats 
in high schools by the 2006-07 
school year. That peak is only 
expected to last for a few years. 

ERHS had been slated for an 
addition. Now this is not going 
to happen, as the popularity of 
very large high schools is wan- 
ing. ERHS already has five or six 
lunch shifts to handle the num- 
ber of students currently there. 

Because the county council 
wants smaller schools, it is 
building a new regional high 
school and placing additions at 
smaller high schools. In ex- 
change for losing the ERHS ad- 
dition, Morris indicated that Pe- 
ters was able to guarantee in the 
FY 2004-2005 county council 
appropriations that Greenbelt 
high school students would not 
be placed in schools other than 
ERHS.

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City's Recycling Program 
Marked in Proclamation

Greenbelt Mayor Judith F. 
Davis fulfilled a request from the 
Metropolitan Washington Council 
of Governments (COG) by issuing 
a proclamation marking Monday, 
November 15 as America Re- 
cycles Day in Greenbelt. (Not 
that she wouldn’t have.) Davis 
read the proclamation at the regu- 
lar meeting of the Greenbelt City 
Council on Monday, November 8. 

This will be the eighth annual 
celebration of America Recycles 
Day throughout the country. The 
day is set aside “in recognition 
of the importance of recycling.” 
The theme of the day this year is 
“Tt All Comes Back To You.” 

In the proclamation, residents 
are encouraged “to increase recy- 
cling and purchasing of recycled 
products as a powerful way to 
make a difference in our environ- 
ment, to preserve our resources, 
and to contribute to the economic 
well-being of our country.” The 
use of recycled products is re- 
peated several times in the proc- 
lamation, since without this vital 
step “recycling” is just a matter of 
saving papers, cans, and bottles. 

Neal Barnett, chair of the Re- 
cycling and Environment Advi- 
sory Committee, was at the meet- 
ing to receive the proclamation 
on behalf of the committee. 
Davis also expressed appreciation 
and thanks to Cindy Murray of 
the city’s Public Works Depart- 
ment for her efforts in the recy- 
cling program. 

Bin Contest 

Barnett announced that a team 
would be out during the week of 
November 15 to observe recy- 
cling bins for the city’s annual 


recycling bin awards. Barnett 
said the team would be looking 
for “the perfect recycling bin,” 
one where all the rules of recy- 
cling are followed explicitly. 
Winners in each of the city’s recy- 
cling routes will be awarded a 
new recycling bin with a label 
announcing them as a “Winner 
2004.” 
Greenbelt Programs 

The Greenbelt proclamation 
notes that the United States gen- 
erates nearly 230 million tons of 
municipal solid waste or more 
than 4.5 pounds per person per 
day. It says that the national rate 
for recycling is 28 percent. It 
gives Greenbelt’s rate as 43 per- 
cent and suggests that even more 
can be done in “waste reduction, 
composting, the reuse of products 
and materials, and ‘closing the 
loop’ by purchasing recycled 
products and packaging.” 

In Greenbelt recycling pro- 
grams include curbside collection 
in residential neighborhoods, two 
recycling centers, electronics recy- 
cling, tree lumber recycling and 
yard waste composting. Accord- 
ing to city staff, recycled paper is 
used in all the city’s copying ma- 
chines. The city letterhead also 
uses recycled paper. 

Electronic Recycling 

In concluding the presentation, 
Davis announced that in the elec- 
tronic recycling day held two 
weeks previously the city had 
collected 9,620 pounds of elec- 
tronic equipment, making it the 
largest collection to date. In ad- 
dition, 17 residents traded in their 
old, toxic mercury thermometers 
for digital ones. 


More Ways to Recycle 


While most Americans are 
helping by separating their trash, 
there are many more steps to be 
taken for cleaner, healthier com- 
munities. Buy recycled products. 
That way an economic incentive 
is created for recyclable materials 
to be collected, manufactured 
and marketed as new products; 
purchase durable, long-lasting 
goods; reuse items by repairing 
them, donating them to charity 
and community groups or selling 
them to further reduce waste; use 
a product more than once, either 
for the same purpose or for a 
different purpose. Reusing is 


even better than recycling be- 
cause the item does not need to 
be reprocessed before it can be 
used again. Reduce packaging 
by bulking and buying concen- 
trated products when possible. 
Another form of recycling is 
composting. Composting is the 
controlled biological decomposi- 
tion of organic matter, such as 
food and yard wastes, into hu- 
mus, a soil-like material. 
Composting is nature’s way of 
recycling organic wastes into 
new soil for use in landscaping, 
vegetable and flower gardens.

Lessons on the Road 


In “The Motorcycle Diaries,” 
now at Old Greenbelt Theatre, 
two Argentine friends in their 20s 
take a break from their medical 
education in 1952 to ride a vin- 
tage motorcycle across South 
America. Light on pesos, hit by 
twists in the road, will the pair 
make it across the Andes, much 
less to Venezuela? Pensive

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Cathy Knepper Will Sign New 
Book on Letters to Roosevelt

The Greenbelt Museum will 
host a talk and book signing by 
Dr. Cathy Knepper on Tuesday, 
November 16 at 7:30 p.m. in the 
Multipurpose Room at _ the 
Greenbelt Community Center. 
Knepper will discuss her just-pub- 
lished book, “Dear Mrs. 
Roosevelt: Letters to Eleanor 
Roosevelt Through the Depres- 
sion and the War.” 

Knepper is the author of 
“Greenbelt, Maryland: A Living 
Legacy of the New Deal” pub- 
lished in 2001. When she vis- 
ited Roosevelt’s home and library 
in Hyde Park, N.Y., about 10 
years ago looking for material on 
Greenbelt, Knepper became fasci- 
nated with all of the correspon- 
dence written to Mrs. Roosevelt. 
Knepper also realized that while 
many books were written about 
Mrs. Roosevelt, no one had writ- 
ten about the thousands of letters 
addressed to her which she and 
her staff answered every day. 

Knepper said she was struck 
by the horrific times people lived 
through during the Depression. 
“There was no money. People 
were literally starving,” she com- 
mented. “People today have no 
concept of what it was like back 
then,” she continued. 

Many of the letters were from 
American Jews pleading for assis- 
tance for their families trapped in 


Europe and later killed by the 
Nazis. Knepper stated that she 
found letters that indicated how 
frustrated Mrs. Roosevelt felt be- 
cause she was unable to help 
these families. The most she 
could do was refer them to 
people in the State Department. 

With over two million letters 
in the Hyde Park files, Knepper 
selected 150 for her book. She 
divided the book into four sec- 
tions: The Great Depression, The 
New Deal, World War II and The 
Homefront. She noted that it was 
clear that a huge number of letters 
were personally answered by the 
First Lady. Knepper was amazed 
not only by the volume of letters 
that Mrs. Roosevelt wrote but 
also by the fact that she was not 
affected by wealth or status. 
Many letter writers were ordinary 
people or, as Knepper stated, 
“plain old Joes.” 

Following the talk, Knepper 
will sign copies of her book for 
purchasers. Refreshments will be 
served beginning at 7 p.m. Both 
the new book and Knepper’s first 
book are on sale at the Greenbelt 
Museum gift shop, 10-B Crescent 
Road. The shop is open every 
Sunday, | to 5 p.m. The books 
will also be available prior to the 
Christmas holidays at the Com- 
munity Center Craft Fair.

The purpose of the meetings 
is to present proposed alterna- 
tives to be carried forward into 
detailed study during a phase 
called Definition of Alternatives. 
There will be maps and informa- 
tional displays and MTA repre- 
sentatives will be available to 
answer questions and take com- 
ments about the project.

Likowski got a “good story” 
comment from Skolnik. “Half of 
Greenbelt has written [for the 
News Review] at one time or an- 
other,’ she quipped. 

In the early years Likowski 
was one of several staff who 
proofed the final pages of the 
News Review at Allen Printing in 
Hyattsville, where typesetting 
was done. When Allen’s closed, 
Chesapeake Printing [now South- 
ern Maryland Printing] began 
printing the paper using a com- 
puterized version. Likowski still 
goes to the pre-print contractor’s 
house, Lynn Eppard, to have one 
last look at the paper before it is 
emailed to the printer by way of 
the internet on Thursday morn- 
ing. 

On any given day Likowski 
can be found working at the 
News Review office, opening 
mail, proofing, editing, making 
phone calls, writing obituaries or 
performing any one of the 
myriad tasks that need to be 
done to get the paper out every 
week. Count on seeing her in 
the office in the wee hours of 
Wednesday morning, helping to 
get the first draft of the week’s 
paper completed. 

She downplays her role, say- 
ing, “It gets me out of the 
house,” and then adds, “It has 
been a happy time. It’s been re- 
warding and I’ve learned an aw- 


ful lot.” 

Likowski grew up in Ply- 
mouth, a small town in north- 
eastern Pennsylvania. She at- 
tended Bucknell University 
through Wilkes College in 
Wilkes-Barre. “GIs were there,” 
having returned from World War 
II and going to school on the GI 
bill, she said. It was there that 
she met her late husband, Julius. 
“He lived on the other side of 
the river,’ she said. 

Scranton’s Big Sisters 
(“Biggies”) hired Likowski for 
her first job, where she “learned 
a lot,” she states. During that 
time she wrote a Sunday column 
about the “Biggies” for the 
Scranton paper. The Likowskis 
came to Maryland in 1953 and 
resided in Mt. Rainier until 1966 
when they moved to Greenbelt. 
Likowski began substitute teach- 
ing “early on.” When Greenbelt 
Elementary School’s afterschool 
program began, she joined the 
effort and stayed with it for 10 
years, “from beginning to end,” 
when the funding ceased. 

Mary Lou Williamson, editor 
of the News Review, commented, 
“Barbara has become an institu- 
tion within an institution. She’s 
always in the office — whether 
it’s reading the mail, writing 
obituaries or tending to the 
myriad small problems that need 
solutions each week.” 


City Notes 


The Greenbelt Assistance in 
Living Program has_ been 
awarded a three-year HUD grant 
in the amount of $156,115 to 
fund a full time Service Coordi- 
nator at Green Ridge House. 
The Service Coordinator will 
work under the supervision of 
the Community Resource Advo- 
cate to provide information and 
referral and case management ser- 
vices to the residents of Green 
Ridge House and Greenbelt resi- 
dents on the waiting list. 

Planning/Development 

A number of bicyclists and 
skateboarders were requested by 
different Code Enforcement staff 
members more than once to dis- 
continue riding in the Roosevelt 
Center. Municipal infractions 
will be forthcoming. 

Animal Control removed a 
bird from a residence, trapped 
and relocated an opossum from a 
resident’s yard and three kittens 
have been viewed for adoption; 
only one remains in custody. 

Planning staff sent in a revi- 
sion for the observatory county 
permit, Martin’s Crosswinds patio 
follow-up and bas-relief grant 
work. 

Staff responded to the report 
of a fatal accident at Beltway 
Plaza, possibly due to unsafe 
working conditions — when a 
construction worker fell from the 
roof and was killed. 

Public Works 

The streets crew painted 
crosswalks and stop lines on 
Ridge Road and shoulder lines 
on Crescent Road. 

Vehicle mechanics replaced 
the water pump, belts and hoses 
on a Blazer and marked the new 
Code Enforcement vehicle with 
city logos. 

The parks crew began instal- 
lation of a flagstone patio along 
the lake shore at Buddy Attick 
Park. 

Recreation Dept. 

At the Youth Center on Tues- 
day the members of GLAD pro- 
gram enjoyed a trip to Rocky 
Gorge to play miniature golf and 


then visited the Patuxent Wildlife 
Center in Laurel. It ran at full 
capacity and everyone had a 
great time. 

At the Aquatic and Fitness 
Center arrangements have been 
made with the Greenbelt Swim 
Team for an additional lap lane 
for practices due to a large num- 
ber of youths registered for the 
programs. 


City Recounts 
Opposition to ICC 


Mayor Judith F. Davis, on be- 
half of the city, recently re- 
quested a delay in the deadline 
for public comment on the Inter- 
county Connector (ICC). Al- 
though the deadline set by the 
National Capital Region Trans- 
portation Planning Board was 
October 31, this date preceded 
by almost a month the release 
by the Federal Highway Admin- 
istration of the Draft Environ- 
mental Impact Statement (EIS) 
concerning the ICC. Davis asked 
for “fair and adequate time” for 
people “to communicate their 
views based on the facts pre- 
sented in the EIS.” 

Davis’ letter reiterates the 
city’s “long-standing and well- 
known” opposition to the ICC. 
Among the city’s reasons for 
concern are the following: a 
minimal impact in reducing traf- 
fic on the Beltway, I-95 or I-270, 
coupled with an increase in 
sprawl and a possible increase of 
congestion on local roads; a high 
price — currently up to $3 billion 
with financing if GARVEE bonds 
are used — that would better be 
spent on existing road upgrades 
and mass transportation projects, 
such as the Purple Line; and 
devastating impacts on cultural 
and natural resources, including 
wetlands, streams, flood plains, 
woodlands, parklands, animal 
habitats and residential areas, ul- 
timately affecting efforts to re- 
store the Chesapeake Bay and 
improve the region’s air quality.

Nobody was injured 
in the chase or arrest. 
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Depression Screening Is 
Successful Program Here

National Depression Screening 
Day was held in Greenbelt on 
October 7 as the culmination of a 
four-month-long suicide preven- 
tion campaign to make residents 
more aware of suicide and depres- 
sion, how to recognize symptoms 
and how to seek help. Commu- 
nity Crisis Services, Inc. partnered 
with the city in the campaign, 
which was overseen by Helen 
Barnes, RN-C from the Prince 
George’s County Department of 
Family Services. 

Christal Batey, the city’s Senior 
Resource Advocate, appeared before 
the city council at its meeting on 
November 8 to summarize the pro- 
gram of information dissemination. 
Taking the program to Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School had been 
part of the original plan, according 
to Batey, but she explained that the 
timing had proven difficult because 
the program ran too close to the 
start of the school year. She ex- 
pressed hopes that in the future the 
information could become part of 
the school’s health education cur- 
riculum. 

Batey expressed appreciation 
for the participation of the 
Greenbelt Police Department, vol- 
unteers and staff as well as the 
county in putting on the program. 
After she reviewed the myriad 
ways and venues used to inform 
the citizens of Greenbelt about 
depression and suicide, Batey in- 
troduced Tim Jansen, executive 
director of Community Crisis Ser- 
vices, who summarized the suc- 
cess of the program. 

Jansen said that on October 7 
volunteer screening teams 
manned stations at three area gro- 
cery stores and at Green Ridge 
House. Access to a mental health 
professional was also available. 





Team members spoke with 133 
people ranging in age from 19 to 
91 years, with an average age of 
65. The target group for the pro- 
gram was older adults, although 
all ages were eligible to partici- 
pate. 

Of the 133 persons encoun- 
tered, 43 were screened for de- 
pression, bipolar disease, general- 
ized anxiety disorder and post- 
traumatic stress disorder. After 
the screening, follow-up was sug- 
gested for 22 people who were 
considered “very likely” afflicted 
with one of the maladies screened 
for in the program. Another 10 
people were “likely” to be so af- 
fected, according to Jansen’s re- 
port. 

Jansen said that aside from the 
screening results, the program was 
an unequivocal success because 
one person encountered had come 
to the store that day for the pur- 
pose of filling a prescription to 
use aS a means of suicide. 
Through the assistance provided 
by the program participants, this 
person’s intentions were averted. 

Mayor Judith Davis presented 
Jansen with a citation of public 
service for his role in the pro- 
gram. She said the city also has 
a citation for Barnes, who was not 
present.

As a part of the Drug Task Force 
he has statewide arrest authority 
involving drug cases. 

According to Mesol’s supervisor, 
Maryland State Police (MSP) De- 
tective Sergeant Jerry Jones, during 
the past year Mesol, in concert 
with the other task force members 
initiated 228 investigations within 
a four-county area that resulted in 
81 criminal arrests, the seizure of 
360 pounds of marijuana and 
nearly 26 pounds of powder co- 
caine having a combined street 
value of nearly two million dollars. 
Seizures of cash, vehicles and prop- 
erty were valued at more than 
$160,000. During the course of 
these investigations, nearly 50 fire- 
arms were seized from felony drug 
traffickers. 

During the first nine months of 
2004 alone, Mesol and his unit, 
through several investigations, have 
made 70 arrests, seized approxi- 
mately 12,200 grams of marijuana 
and 2,200 grams of cocaine as 
well as large quantities of heroin 
and other controlled dangerous 
substances, while seizing more than 
$75,000 in property assets. 

Mesol’s unfailing and unselfish 
efforts have been crucial to the 
success of the task force. He has 
developed a reputation for being 
a dependable, tenacious investiga- 
tor who is always eager to help 
others. He was so well thought 
of by his task force supervisors 
that he was chosen to be an in- 
structor at the State Police’s ““Top 
Gun” program that trains new nar- 
cotics investigators. 

Mesol’s personnel file contains 
15 letters of appreciation, five let- 
ters of commendation, awards and 
notable events prior to his current

assignment. 

He received a commendation 
from County Executive Jack 
Johnson, who was State’s Attorney 
at the time, for his involvement 
in the investigation and successful 
prosecution of an individual now 
serving a life sentence for the 
kidnapping and murder of a 
Greenbelt woman. While with the 
U.S. Park Police he apprehended 
an individual who committed a 
felonious assault on one of their 
officers. He received a Depart- 
mental Life Saving Award for his 
valiant effort to save the life of a 
stabbing victim in 2001. Mesol 
received special recognition for 
spearheading development of the 
department’s Bike Unit in 1995. 

Most of the letters in Mesol’s 
file were from everyday people he 
helped in various ways — people 
who had broken down, were 
locked out of their cars or who 
had been the unlucky victim of a 
crime.

Want Some Good Laughs’? 
Try GAC's "Godspell"

“Godspell,” a musical 
by John-Michael Tebelak, 
is just about the opposite 
of Mel Gibson’s “The Pas- 
sion of The Christ.” Simi- 
lar to Gibson’s movie, 
“Godspell” covers the last |~ 
few days of the life of 
Christ. That, however, is 
the only thing the two 
works have in common. 

This popular musical 
opened in 1971 off-Broad- 
way and made it to Broad- 
way just five years later. 
Based on the Gospel ac- 
cording to St. Matthew, it 
relates Jesus’ lessons and 
teachings by combining 
many theater traditions, 
such as acrobatics and cha- 
rades. 

Directed by Jeffrey 
Lesniak for the Greenbelt 
Arts Center, Jesus’ “‘dis- 
ciples” — hippies, cheerleaders, 
Pippi Longstocking, a biker .. . 
to mention only a few — follow 
their leader through song, dance 
and more, enlightening themselves 
and each other while entertaining 
the audience with this funny mu- 
sical. The audience gets to enjoy, 
for example, Jesus’ baptism by 
John, who “waters” him down 
with a sponge and a cleaning 
bucket. 

The entire cast did an admi- 
rable job of bringing this musical 
to life. Timbo Longio, in the lead 
as Jesus, was refreshing and well 
cast particularly because he does 
not look like most people’s vision 
of Him (think NOT James 
Caviezel). Longio played Jesus as 
an everyman who was yet wholly 
different from others. He sang 
with passion and humor, which- 
ever was appropriate, and got 
many chuckles as a reward. 

Bob Kleinberg as John the 
Baptist and Judas, whom we en- 
joyed at the Arts Center in “Private 
Lives” and other productions, 
worked well as almost the only 
adult alongside a mostly high- 
school-age cast. Marcus Brown, 
Robin Covington, Stephanie 
Danielson, Laura Mastroianni, BJ 
Mitchell, Melissa Mulumba, 
Courtney Reiter and Lauren 
Stephenson completed a fabulous 
ensemble of disciples who all 
knew how to act, sing, clown and 
dance.

ticularly good night. She clowned 
and acted and fooled around just 
enough to greatly enhance the 
production and not enough to dis- 
tract from her fellow actors or the 
musical itself. 

Mitchell’s and Kleinberg’s pan- 
tomime act and voice covers for 
other actors during the “Prodigal 
Son” lesson and other scenes were 
also noteworthy. 

It was obvious that the entire 
cast and crew worked together in 
bringing out the best of the show. 
Despite their brilliance, their most 
difficult job was convincing the 
audience that it was O.K. to laugh. 

Friday night’s audience seemed 
to be so stunned about Tuesday’s 
election results that they might 
have thought it inappropriate to 
laugh at anything involving reli- 
gion. The audience was possibly 
still so affected by America’s reli- 
gious right that it took them a 
while to become amused by the 
frolicking of the players. Who 
knows? Whomever one voted for, 
this is not a musical audiences 
should take too seriously — or else 
one misses its humor. 

Anyone, especially those of us 
needing relief from the depression 
that has taken hold over proud,

The text of the agreement fol- 
lows: 

Section 11. A. “High school 
age children residing within the 
corporate boundaries of the City 
of Greenbelt, as those boundaries 
may be altered in accordance with 
State law, will be permitted to at- 
tend Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School; B. In the event that stu- 
dent population is reduced due to 
attendance boundary adjustments, 
any growth that causes the student 
population to exceed the State- 
rated capacity for Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School is accom- 
modated by the construction of 
permanent facilities; (and) C. Spe- 
cial programs provided at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School will be 
maintained in the event that stu- 
dent census at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School is reduced and that 


faculty assignment to Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School will be 
maintained until a student to 
teacher ratio of 25 to 1 Is 
achieved.”

The committee was shocked to 
hear that the Greenbelt Middle 
School (GMS) renovation has 
been pushed back yet again. 
Some piecemeal work has been ac- 
complished; much of the school 
now has air conditioning and the 
roof is to be fixed. But the 
school, which remains one of the 
oldest in the county, has been on 
the list for renovations or replace- 
ment for years. The fact that part 
of the original school building 1s 
designated as historic is also an 
issue.

Organ/Flute Recital 
Receives Standing Ovation

On October 17 at Holy Cross 
Lutheran Church on Greenbelt 
Road, the very popular church 
organist and Director of Music 
Erik Meyer and his fiancee, Anna 
Wessler, an accomplished flutist, 
performed an organ and flute re- 
cital. The highlight of the perfor- 
mance was the five-movement 
piece Meyer wrote as a gift for 
Wessler. 

The program included an or- 
gan piece by Johann Sebastian 
Bach, Toccata in F Major, in 
which a tornado is represented by 
long pedal solos; a flute and or- 
gan piece by Jehan Alain, which 
was traditional in sound though 
written in 1935; Sonata da 
Chiesa by Frank Martin featuring 
organ and flute; and a flute solo 
composed by Bach. 

The recital concluded with 
Suite Modale, Meyer’s creation 
for organ and flute, which he de- 
scribes as a “trio” — incorporating 
right and left hand organ keys 
and the flute. The first four 
movements are each based on a 
different baroque dance, with a fi- 
nal concluding movement. Al- 
though the piece was a Christmas 
gift to Wessler in 2003, it was not 
completed until February 2004. 
Wessler said she was “completely 
surprised” by the gift and that it 
was “fun to feel the piece 
evolve.” 

Meyer and Wessler met while 
students in the masters program at 
the Peabody Institute of the Johns 
Hopkins University. They will be 
married on November 13 in New- 
port News, Va., and will reside in 
Erie, Pa., where Meyer will be a 
cantor in a Lutheran church. He 
explained the term “cantor” as a 
revival of the meaning it held in 
the time of Bach: a “sacred role” 
in overseeing all of the music of 
the church. 

Both Meyer and Wessler are 
talented and accomplished musi- 
cians. Meyer, from New Jersey, 
began studying piano at the age 
of five. After deciding on a pro- 
fession in organ, he enrolled at 
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Anna Wessler and Erik Meyer 
joined forces to provide outstand- 
ing classic and original music. 


Peabody, receiving a bachelor of 
music degree in 2002 and a mas- 
ter of music in organ performance 
in May 2004. He has won first 
prize in two of the several compe- 
titions he has entered. 

Most notably, Meyer arranged, 
with two other Peabody students, 
a memorial concert to benefit the 
Red Cross after September 11, 
2001. The only concert of its 
kind in Baltimore, the large or- 
chestra and 60-voice chorus per- 
formed Mozart’s Requiem to a 
full church. Prior to coming to 
Greenbelt in 2002 for “room for 
expression,” he was the assistant 
chapel organist at the U.S. Naval 
Academy. 

Wessler holds a bachelor of 
music degree in flute performance 
from the University of Cincinnati 
College Conservatory of Music 
and a master of music in flute 
performance from Peabody. She 
has studied in Zurich and has 
been a semi-finalist in several na- 
tional competitions. In Erie, she 
plans to assist Meyer with music 
at the church where he will be 
cantor and substitute with the lo- 
cal philharmonic. Eventually she 
would like to open a studio for 
flute students. 

Following the recital and a 
standing ovation, Pastor Stephen 
Mentz and his staff held a recep- 
tion in the narthex of the church.
